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Synod ends with 
endorsement of 
council teachings

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The 1985 extraordinary 
Synod of Bishops ended with an endorsement of the 
Second Vatican Council’s openness to the modern world 
and its call for inner-church spiritual renewal. 


The. council did not want an isolated Church, Pope 
John Paul II said in a synod speech Dec. 7, the final 
working day. ‘‘On the contrary, she wished to. open 
herself more amply. We must make this desire more and 
more our own, since it is our duty,”’ he said. 


POPE JOHN Paul also backed two proposals favored 
by most synod delegates: the need for a universal outline 
of church teachings as a reference for local catechisms, 
and the need for deeper study into the nature of bishops’ 
conferences. 

Bishops’ conferences have proven to be useful church 
organizations, the pope said. 

He also approved publication of two synod documents: 
a pastoral “‘Message to the People of God’’ and a final 
document summarizing the thoughts and 
recommendations of the 162 delegates who attended the 
synod. 

THE SYNOD was called by the pope to analyze the 
teachings of Vatican II, which lasted from 1962 to 1965. 


The pastoral message was published Dec. 7 and the 
final document Dec. 9. The final document said that the 
council had produced ‘‘great fruits’? but that 
“‘deficiencies and difficulties’ have occurred in accepting 
the council’s teachings. These problems were not caused 
by the council but are the result of misunderstanding, 
misapplication, and partial readings of council 
documents, it said. 

The pastoral message said that the ‘‘characteristic 
element’’ of Vatican II was its ‘‘universal call to 
holiness.”’ 


- ““THE CHURCH cannot renew herself without more 
profoundly rooting this spiritual note of mystery in the 
hearts of Christians,’’ it gaid. 


The purpose of the synod was to develop a ‘‘deeper 
understanding of the true nature of Vatican II, in order to 
respond to the world’s new challenges,’’ the pastoral 
message said. 


“*We experience with you, in an intense and vital way, 
humankind’s present crisis and dramas,”’ it added. 


THE CHALLENGES include the ‘‘lack of respect for 
human life, the suppression of civil and religious liberties, 
contempt for the rights of families, racial discrimination, 
economic imbalance, insurmountable debts and _ the 
problems of international security, and the race for more 
powerful and terrible arms,’’ the message said.

Churclris a spiritual reality and asked Catholics ‘‘to avoid 
false sociological-or political interpretations of the nature 
of the Church.”’ 

The message urged greater understanding and 
application of Vatican II at all church levels. 


THE COUNCIL ‘‘cannot bring forth its fruits except 
through a sustained and persevering effort,’’ it added. 

The pope, in his Dec. 7 speech, thanked the delegates 
for committing themselves to a wider diffusion of the 
council’s teachings. The synod was an excellent example 
of collegiality, he added. 


Collegiality is the shared authority and responsibility in 
the Church exercised by the pope with the world’s 
bishops. Almost two-thirds of the synod delegates were 
presidents of national or regional bishops’ conferences. 


DURING THE synod debates, differing views were 
aired as to whether bishops’ conferences were collegial 
structures or limited to exercising only pastoral 
responsibilities. 

Bishops’ conferences offer a ‘‘precious contribution to 
the life of the Church,’’ said Pope John Paul, who 
supported a deeper study of their nature.

Beyond war award will honor 
leaders of peace initiative

SAN DIEGO — Members of the Five Continent Peace 
Initiative will receive the 1985 Beyond War Award Dec. 
14 in their own countries through a live television link-up 
between the five continents and San Francisco where the 
space bridge will originate. 


The Initiative, a cooperative effort to achieve woild 
peace through disarmament, is led by President Raul 
Alfonsin of Argentina, Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi of 
India, President Miguel de la Madrid of Mexico, 
President Julius Nyerere of Tanzania, Prime Minister 
Olof Palme of Sweden, and Prime Minister Andreas Pap- 
andreou of Greece. 


THESE LEADERS launched their initiative in May 
1984 with a Joint Declaration calling for a freeze on 
nuclear arsenals, movement toward disarmament, and a 
strengthened United Nations. 


They also issued the Delhi Declaration Jan. 28, 1985, 
appealing for ‘‘an all-embracing halt to the testing, 
production, and deployment of nuclear weapons and their 
delivery systems.’’ Toward this end, the declaration 
called for the ‘‘prevention of an arms race in outer space 
and a comprehensive test ban treaty.’ 

Gandhi has discussed the Initiative with President 
Ronald Reagan and Premier Mikhail Gorbachev. Papan- 
dreou has conferred with Gorbachev; Nyerere has taken 
the issue to London; and de la Madrid, to Paris and 


Washington. 


THE 19-MEMBER selection committee that chose 
the award-winner included Archbishop John R. Quinn of 
San Francisco; Holy Cross Father Theodore Hesburgh, 
University of Notre Dame president; and Jonas Salk, 
founder of the Salk Institute for Biological Studies in San 
Diego. 

The Beyond War movement solicited nominations 
from about 4,000 religious leaders, statesmen, university 
administrators, business executives, and personnel from 
publications and foundations. Beyond War staff and field 
workers then researched each nominee; narrowed the 
competition to 12, and sent these names to the selection 
committee. 


Ten satellites and four million miles of signal path will 
be used to feed television signals from the six countries to 
San Francisco’s Masonic Auditorium. There they will be 
formed into a composite signal and sent to WESTAR 4 
satellite orbiting the earth. 


ARCHBISHOP ROGER Mahony of the Archdiocese 
of Los Angeles is expected to attend the presentation at 
San Francisco, local Beyond War workers said. 


The San Diego downlink at the Cinema 21 Theatre in 
Mission Valley is one of over 130 sites throughout the 
country where the award ceremonies will be viewed.

HELP FOR REFUGEES — Archbishop 
Roger Mahony of Los Angeles urged help for 
political refugees who come to the United 
States but said that declaring Los Angeles a 
sanctuary is not a critical factor in extending 
that help. The Los Angeles City Council, by a 
vote of 8 to 6, declared Los Angeles a “‘city of 
sanctuary’’ for all law-abiding political 
refugees. The archbishop’s comments came in 
a letter to council member Michael Woo, who 
proposed the resolution directing city 
employees to ‘‘exclude refugee status as a 
consideration’’ in dealing with people seeking 
help. 


CASE CLOSED — Archbishop Pio Laghi, 
papal pronuncio to the United States, praised 
and criticized Archbishop Raymond Hunt- 
hausen of Seattle in a letter announcing that a 
two-year-old Vatican investigation of. the 
Seattle prelate ‘‘is considered closed.’’ The 
letter, released in Seattle, called for ‘‘greater 
vigilance in upholding the Church’s teaching, 
especially with regard to contraceptive 
sterilization and homosexuality.’’ In 
September 1983 Archbishop Hunthausen let a 
national convention of Dignity, a group that 
seeks to change the church stand on homo- 
sexual activity, use his cathedral for a Mass. 
He publicly spelled out church teaching on 
homosexual orientation and activity, but 
critics said that by letting the group use the 
cathedral he had conveyed a message that an 
active homosexual lifestyle is acceptable to the 
Church. Seattle chancellor and vicar general 
Father Michael G. Ryan said that a list of 
Vatican “‘concerns’’ about church life in the 
Seattle archdiocese is practically ‘‘the list of the 
discussion and debate going on everywhere.”’ 

A week after the release of Laghi’s letter, 
Pope John Paul II 
named Father Donald 
Wuerl of Pittsburgh as 
auxiliary bishop to 
Archbishop Raymond 
Hunthausen. Father 
Wuerl, 45, is associate 
general secretary of the 
Diocese of Pittsburgh 
and former secretary to 
the late Cardinal John 
Wright. Father Wuerl 
will be ordained in 
Rome Jan. 6 by Pope John Paul, along with 
an undetermined number of other bishops. 


RELIGIOUS DISCUSS NEEDS — 
Members of religious orders from the United 
States, Canada, and Latin America met in 
November to compare needs in their parts of 
the hemisphere and resolved to identify 
themselves with the poor and oppressed. 
About 75 delegates attended the fifth Inter- 
American Conference on Religious Life in the

poll of Catholic attitudes, said the figures seem 
to reflect a shift toward greater Catholic 
acceptance of church teaching on birth control. 
The birth control figures were part of a Times 
poll reporting that a majority of U.S. Catholics 
disagree with church prohibitions against 
married priests, woman priests, remarriage 
after divorce, and abortion in any 
circumstances. The survey was taken on the 
eve of the extraordinary world Synod of 
Bishops. Although nearly identical 
percentages of Catholics and non-Catholics 
surveyed favored a complete ban on abortion, 
Catholics were considerably more opposed 
than non-Catholics to abortion on demand. 
Most Catholics opposed legal abortion except 
in very limited cases.

to study refugee problem 


_ ALCALA PARK — The University of 
San Diego Law School has been awarded 
a $16,250 Ford Foundation Grant to 
conduct the nation’s first academic study 
of the legal status and treatment of 
Central American refugees in Mexico. 


The six-month study is an attempt to 
determine whether Mexico provides safe 
haven for refugees from Central America. 
Because hundreds of thousands of Central 
Americans have passed through Mexico 
on their way to seek refuge in the United 
States, their legal status in Mexico ‘‘has 
become an increasingly important issue in 
the U.S. courts,’’ said Susan Drake, a 
coordinator for USD’s Mexico-U.S. Law 
Institute. 


THE STUDY will be administered by 
the USD Institute, which is cosponsoring 
it with the National Autonomous 
University, Mexico’s leading law school. 


Attorney Joan Friedland, an American 
attorney living in Mexico City, will 
conduct the study along with Jesus 
Rodriguez, a Mexico expert’ on 
international law. 


Their findings could be significant in 
determining the outcome of asylum and 
deportation cases in the United States and 
could help shape U.S. policy toward 
Central American refugees. 


CURRENTLY, THE USS. 
government grants legal asylum to very 
few Central Americans, Drake said. ‘‘In 
denying asylum, the U.S. government 
frequently maintains that the Central 


‘American refugees should have sought 


safe haven or protection from the 
Mexican government when they traveled 
through Mexico. 


‘*There is very little data on the extent 
to which Central Americans can obtain 
legal protection in Mexico.”’ 


Friedland estimates that there are 
46,000 Guatemalans in southern Mexico 
refugee camps, but there are up to 
300,000 other Central, Americans, 
primarily El Salvadorans, living in 
Mexico’s interior. 

In the United States, there are about 
500,000 Central American refugees, 
according to Friedland.

The Second Vatican Council restored the diaconate as a permanent ministry. 
According to guidelines for deacons, issued in the United States, deacons are 
“unusually qualified to represent the presence of the Church to the world and the 
needs and challenges of the world to the Church’’ because most deacons are married, 
have secular occupations, and do not engage in church ministry as their sole activity. 

Besides their assigned parish ministries, deacons in the San Diego diocese are 
engaged in a number of other ministries that involve them with the hearing impaired, 


the Spanish speaking, the military, the Indians, and retreat work.

Personalizing Advent, Christmas 


Insofar as Christmas is the feast of Christ become a human 
person, the key activity during this season should be to 
personalize our relationships. 


Advent is the time of joyful penance, or change. We use this 
time of grace wisely if we follow the Church’s three traditional 
ways of penance: prayer, fasting, and almsgiving. However, we 
could personalize our penance and be imaginative. 


Fasting can refer to food, but it can also refer to other things, 
such as time. A beneficial way to fast during Advent might be to 
rearrange the way we spend our time, so that we can pray. Alms- 
giving can refer to money, but it can also refer to time or 
concern. The important element in almsgiving is the motivation, 
not the commodity. 


Resolving to have additional time and concern for persons is a 
wonderful way to grow during Advent. We could fast from 
television or computer games and devote that time to being with 
our family. Christmas time is a season rich with possibilities for 
family or group activity. 

We could combine fasting and almsgiving and personalize our 
Christmas cards. Often, we receive cards ‘‘not touched by 
human hands.’’ The address is printed, as is the card and the 
name of the sender. Fasting can give us the time to write our 
name and even add a message that means something. That 
greeting then becomes an alms to the recipient, a gift that saves 
him or her from anonymity or mass production. By this gesture, 
we acknowledge the Christ-life in the person we are addressing. 
We personalize Christmas. 


Do your children help in signing the cards? When I receive 
cards that read ‘‘Love from Bert, Mary, and the children,’’ I 
wonder why the card is always in Mary’s handwriting. Has Bert 
deserted the family? The children are now 10, 13, and 18. Can’t 
they spell their name yet? Do the children even know who I am? 


A wholesome family activity would be to do the cards together 
while sharing with the children the identity of friends and 
relatives. Then fasting, almsgiving, and prayer are rolled into 
one. 


Christmas is one time when less is often more. In recent years I 
have trimmed my card list. I have not been losing friends, but I 
do want to write a note in each card. Perhaps the recipient will do 
what I do and read that note two or three times before the card is 
thrown away. 


Many people contribute generously to charity during the 
Advent season. Their gifts help the starving people of many 
different places, but often the starving are closer to home. Family 
members may be starving for loving attention and companion- 
ship. Our parish may be starving for people to come forward and 
lend a hand. We can be imaginative and find Lazarus at our 
doorstep. 


Christmas can be the cruelest time of year. This time of 
happiness becomes a curse to some people because they are 
forgotten, or poor, or undesirable. By personalizing Christmas, 
by looking for ways to love the Christ in each person, we make a 
prayer that gives joy to the world. 


For 15 years the written thoughts of Enid Lanyon have 
enhanced the pages of Southern Cross. She has shared with us her 
spiritual journey and helped us on ours. She has given us topics 
for reflection and self-examination as well as personal vignettes to 
put flesh on Christian principles. 


In a recent letter, Enid informed me that she will conclude her 
column as of our Christmas issue. Because you have told me and 
written me about how much you value Enid’s work, I know that 
this news will disappoint many of our readers. 


Writing a weekly column imposes a considerable discipline on 
the author. I can well understand why she has decided that 15 
years is enough.

On behalf of all our readers, I thank Enid publicly and 
acknowledge her gift to us. Should our readers wish to add a 
personal note of thanks or godspeed, they are encouraged to do 
so.

Relations distinguish persons in God 


The following is the Vatican text of Pope John Paul II’s remarks in 
English at his weekly general audience in St. Peter’s Square Dec. 4. 


Dear brothers and sisters, 


I am continuing my reflections today on the Holy Trinity, the 
mystery of the one God in three divine persons. 


The Holy Trinity is indeed a profound mystery. To try to 
understand it, the Church has studied at length the New 
Testament revelation; to try to explain it she has turned to the 
concept of ‘‘relations.’’ The three persons of the one God are 
distinguished from one another by the relation that they have to 
each other: through the relation of the Father to the Son, and the 
Son to the Father; through the relation of the Father and the Son 
to the Holy Spirit, and the relation of the Holy Spirit to the 
Father and the Son. 


In the relations of the persons of the Holy Trinity, there exists 
a communion in which each one is completely open to the other. 
This loving communion is a supreme model of the sincerity and 
spiritual freedom that should characterize all human relations. 
There should be a similarity between the union of the divine 
persons and the union of God’s people in truth and charity. 


The perfect unity of the three divine persons of the Trinity 
throws light on all genuine human relationships. The more we 
contemplate this mystery, the more we will be inspired to reflect 
it in our own lives. We will come to see that we can only find 
ourselves when we learn to make a sincere gift of ourselves to one 
another. 

Meditation on the mystery of the Holy Trinity moves us to 
greater communion with God and with one another, and it lifts 
our minds to fuller praise of the Father, the Son and the Holy 
Spirit.

Let’s not trivialize Christmas 


My first Christmas card arrived last Wednesday. As I held it in 
my hand, still unopened, I felt a slight tremor of irritation. 
Admittedly, many merchants have had Christmas decorations in 
place since late October. However, a Christmas card 20 days 
before Christmas? Mailed from San Diego? 


I opened the card. My slight tremor spiraled into a full-blown 
quake. The card portrayed several cats wearing scarves, caps, 
boots, and mittens — all of them holding sheets of music. One 
was dressed as a conductor, holding a baton. The verse inside 
read: ‘‘Wishing you a meow-y Christmas!’’ Cute? Bletch! 


First of all, lest anyone misunderstand, I really enjoy the 
Christmas holidays. I like Christmas trees, decorations, 
poinsettias, lights, carols, small parties, festive dinners, and the 
warmth and thoughtfulness of family and friends. Above all, 
though, I am immensely grateful that God so loved us that He 
was willing to become one of us and started off like us — a baby 
with a birthday. The holiday, after all, is called CHRISTmas. It 
commemorates a once-in-the-history-of-the-world event. 


Sadly, even tragically, it appears that an increasing number of 
Christian people have either forgotten (or never learned) this 
basic fact: the central point of Christmas is the birth of Jesus 
Christ. 


Or perhaps they are embarrassed by the real meaning of 
Christmas and feel a subconscious need to ridicule it. A serious 
card might suggest that the sender really believes that love, 
peace, good will to all, and joy are valuable goals. Such values 
frequently fly in the face of being ‘‘laid back”’ or ‘‘doing my own 
thing.’ Since it’s still not acceptable to consciously deny the 
worth of these goals, the next easiest move is to devalue them by 
making light of the holiday that emphasizes them. 


My final reaction to this year’s first Christmas card was 
sadness. What did the senders really say about themselves to 
their family and friends? That Christmas is such a fantasy that it 
can only be portrayed by silliness? I hope not, but I fear so. 


For me, Christmas and its message is far too important and 
sacred to be trivialized by singing cats, Marmaduke the Dog, 
frolicking mice, or Santas in bathing suits.

Most of us have been hurt in our lifetime — by a 
trusted friend, a parent, a lover, a child, a priest, or an 
employer. It is painful. Even memories of a long ago hurt 
can trigger unexpected feelings and pain when we least 
expect it. : 


While being hurt is a fairly universal experience, we 
react,to it in different ways. Some people seem able to toss 
if off easily. I call them ‘‘rejection-proof’’ persons. They 
assign the problem to the person who perpetrates the hurt.

SOME PEOPLE confront the perpetrators to learn the 
motivation. “‘Why would you do a thing like that?’’

Some people get back at the perpetrator. ‘‘He hurt me. 
Now I’m going to get him.’’ Revenge is sweet for some of 
these individuals and once they have gotten even, they are 
satisfied. Other revengers feel worse after getting even. 


Some people nurture their hurts. They replay them so 
often they are in a constant state of pain. They never 
forget but never know whether the hurt was intended or 
not. ;

I MET a woman who had nurtured a hurt from her 
daughter for years. Her daughter told her she didn’t think 
she would have children because she didn’t see much 
good parenting going on around her. Her mother took it 
as personal criticism of her parenting and was deeply 
hurt. 


If only she had confronted her daughter with, ‘‘Are you , 


meaning me?’’ she may have discovered her daughter 
wasn’t even thinking about her mother’s generation. 


Some people search for hurts. They read meaning into 
the most meaningless acts and statements. A woman sits 
by her window and counts the cars of people who ‘‘drive 
right by and don’t stop to see me.”’ 


MAYBE THEY are rushing to the store for milk, 
maybe they don’t know she wants them to visit — most 
likely they don’t even think about her, but in her mind 
they are deliberately spurning her. 


Some people swallow their hurts and try unsuccessfully 
to make them go away. They pretend they aren’t hurting 
even though they know otherwise. Such people are sad 
because their hurts pile up and emerge in unhealthy ways 
— anger at children, overeating, cynicism. 


Finally, some people close off their emotions as a

defense mechanism against future hurts. They don’t 
allow themselves to risk vulnerabilities because if there is 
no risk of intimacy, there is no danger of rejection and 
potential hurt. 


THESE ARE the saddest people of all: They become 
surface people, robot people, hollow people. They have 
control of their life and the people in it. If they meet 
someone who threatens their dead emotional state, they 
back off. 


Many of us know people like this. They serve as models 
of what happens when we refuse to open ourselves to 
others. Sure, we’ll be hurt occasionally but we’ll also 
experience the rewards of living. The alternative is living 
in a state of numbness. 


When talking about hurt, it’s important to admit that 
we also inflict hurts. Do we forgive as often as we expect 
to be forgiven? Do we even want to know when we have 
hurt others?. 


When we accept that hurting and being hurt are part of 
life we can better deal with our actions and reactions. If 
our present response is unsatisfying, we can change it and 
grow through our hurts. 


Changing sinful situations 


The claim is made that never before in our history has 
humankind been so intensely aware of the task that faces 
us. With so much that was once sacrosanct now not only 


challenged, but also discarded, and events all over the’ 


world made present to us almost instantly, many people 
are experiencing a growing uneasiness and a feeling that 
“‘something needs to be done.’’ Many people have 
decided that the someone who needs to do that something 
is oneself. 


No reasonably civilized place is remote enough today 
for its inhabitants to be uninformed of the kind of 
planetary — even interplanetary — challenge and crises 
that confront us. With the intimate and_ incessant 
incursion of communications into most aspects of our 
lives, we are constantly reminded of the critical state of 
global and social equilibrium, and what official measures 
are or are not being taken to defuse various situations. 


MORE AND more, people are apparently sensing that 
they are personally responsible for changing structures or 
situations that are threatening to them. It is no longer 
wise or prudent to “‘sit-out’’ social or national crises — at 
home or abroad — and rest content that we will be able to 
“‘do our own thing’’ with impunity. More and more, the 
consequences of what other people do are affecting us; 
more and more, the innocent suffer the results of others’

sin 
Sin, that much maligned and disfavored concept, is 


beginning to be seen as a social concern rather than a 
mere moral issue. Sin always has been a word denoting a 
way of life that is destructive to human life in greater or 
lesser degree. 


When science became our new god and personal 
experience our bible, sin was tossed into the trash bag 
with the moral and philosophical arguments under- 
pinning the idea. We don’t call it sin any more; we call it 
crime and abuse — but it is the same old thing. 


FINALLY, WE are beginning to see that we are 
personally involved in discouraging it, if only to preserve 
social equilibrium. Perhaps it is not yet fully accepted that 
what is bad or destructive in an individual moral sense is 
equally pernicious in the way it affects society as a whole, 
but we are getting there. No one with even half an eye on 
the news media can be unaware that sins, such as 
drunkenness, drug abuse, sexual abuse, violent 
disrespectful behavior, and disregard for property rights, 
affect far more than those technically involved. 


We suffer the effects of each other’s sins as well as our 
own, so it makes sense to try to structure as unthreatening 
a society as possible. As the evidence of personal. and 
other abuse burgeons and threatens our way of life and 
the people for whom we are responsible, it seems that we 
are coming, somewhat belatedly, to the admission that the 
challenge is our own. We may have no desire to impose 
our idea of morality on anyone else, but there is a point at 


which social responsibility and common sense must cry 
halt. 


Whether we like it or not, we are our brother’s keeper. 
We may have no right to dictate the behavior of others, 
but the welfare of the abused and the protection of the 
innocent — whoever they may be — are unquestionably 
our concern. Maybe some problems arise precisely 
because while recognizing this responsibility we are 
reluctant to acknowledge it and find unfortunate ways of 
expressing denial. However, we escape in such ways at 
great personal cost. 


IT MAY seem too great a problem for us to handle and 
that is where the Advent message is always timely. When 
He wanted to change the world, God took the 
unprecedented step of sending a baby to do it. Imagine 
sending a baby to do work almost beyond the power of 
man. Look, though, at what that baby accomplished. 


He drew tenderness and compassion from us; He 
evoked self-forgetfulness and a desire to nurture; He awed 
and chastened us — in the original sense of the word. 
When He grew to adulthood, He offered all this in verbal 
advice: ‘‘Love God and love one another. Do good to 
those who hate you. Give that you may be-given. Judge 
not; fear not.’’ 

It seems too simple to be world-changing, or soul- 


changing. However, He proved that it works, and Advent 
reminds us that it is meant to work again through us. 


A disarming Christmas

meekness, not revenge and violence. Gentle holiness and 
good will toward all people is the air in which the soul 
breathes at Christmas time. The decorations, the lights, 
the trees, the music — all come from and speak to that 
universal human longing for genuine peace on earth. 


Yet, the sale of war toys has increased 350 percent since 
1982. The top-selling toys are toys that seduce children 
into playing homicide. G.I. Joe, a grotesque and vicious 
killer toy, the utter opposite of the spirit of Christmas is 
continually a best-seller. 


IT IS reasonable to assume that this year one company 
or another, that could care less about the truth, love, and 
holiness of this Christian feast day, will try to 
‘‘Ramboize’’ Christmas for a quick buck. It is also 
reasonable to assume that they will succeed and that 
Christian parents and children will again be ‘‘had’’ by the 
pagan con artist of Hollywood and Madison Avenue. 


This means that on Christmas morning in front of the 
stable of the Prince of Peace, millions of little Christian 
children will be living in the murderous, hate-filled spirit 
of enmity that Rambo, G.I. Joe, and toy machine guns 


require them to use.

AT CHRISTMAS 


To play homicide one must put on a homicidal mind. 
To give a child a war toy is to entice him or her into 
putting on a killer consciousness where conflict is self- 
righteously resolved by the total destruction and 
humiliation of the other party. Indeed, to give a child a 
war toy is to nurture him or her into enjoying the subtle 
but powerful pleasure of the total destruction and 
humiliation of those with whom one disagrees. 


WAR TOYS are not educationally nor morally 
neutral. They are a very important teaching tool in the 
hate — enmity — destruction curriculum. They whet the 


“appetite for the pleasures of destruction. Unfortunately 


they teach nothing of the desolation of destruction. 


This Christmas Christian parents should refrain from 
giving their children those toys that will motiviate the 
little ones to enter into and enjoy the dark and vicious 
world of the spirit of homicide. They should be honest 
with themselves for the sake of their children’s spiritual 
and human welfare. 


Speaking to the young people of the world, Pope John 
Paul II pleaded: ‘‘On my knees, I beg you to turn away 
from the paths of violence and return to the ways of peace. 
I say to you with all the love I have for you, with all the 
trust I have in young people, do not listen to voices that 
speak the language of hatred, revenge, retaliation. Do not 
follow any leaders who train you in the way of inflicting 
death.’’ 


CHRISTIAN PARENTS must not allow themselves 
to become the unwitting accomplices of those of whom the 
pope warns. If we consider John Paul’s words overly 
stern, we should reflect on the fact that Jesus was equally 
stern with those who would lead little ones astray with an 
education in the spirit of evil: ‘“Anyone who welcomes a 
little one like this in my name welcomes me. Anyone who 
is an obstacle to bring down one of these little ones who 
have faith in me would be better drowned in the depth of 
the sea with a great millstone around his neck. Alas for the 
world that there should be obstacles. Obstacles indeed 
there must be, but alas for the one who-provides them’’

Catholics and 68 percent of Catholics 
taking that position.

said if the poll’s birth control figures were 
accurate, they appeared to reflect a 
significant change from earlier studies. 
An in-depth 1977 study reported that 76

Greeley estimated that nearly nine out of 
10 Catholics reject church teaching on

AMERICAN SOCIAL trends of 
sexual permissiveness since 1977 would 
lead one to expect even greater rejection 
of church teaching now than eight years 
ago, Msgr. McHugh said, but The Times 
poll results suggest the opposite has 
happened. 


He said he was at a loss to explain such 
a shift unless it was due to Pope John Paul 
II’s frequent and forceful efforts to affirm 
the teaching. 


Msgr. McHugh directs a national 
project to develop natural family planning 
programs in U.S. dioceses, but he said 
the relatively small percentage of ccuples

25 percent opposed it. A 1974 poll had 
shown only 29 percent of Catholics 
favoring ordination of women, and in 
1979 that had risen to 34. 

© Catholics favored letting priests 
marry by 63 percent to 29 percent, while 
non-Catholics favored it 67 percent to 9 
percent. 
On‘Aabortion, often popularly identified as 
a ‘‘Catholic’’ issue, the poll found that 
only 15 percent of Catholics and 16 
percent of non-Catholics favored making 
all abortions illegal. The majority of 
Catholics in the poll, however — 55 
percent — said abortion should be 
permitted only in cases of rape or incest or

Poll suggests shift in birth control views 


to save a woman’s life, and only 26 
percent said all abortion should be legal. 
Among non-Catholics, 44 percent said it 
should be permitted for rape or incest or 
to save a woman’s life, and 36 percent 
favored complete legalization. 


Questions about attitudes toward papal 
actions turned up one of the few 
areas in which Catholic men and women 
showed a wide difference of views. 
Among Catholic men, 85 percent said 
they approved nearly all or many of the 
things the pope has done, and 6 percent 
said ‘“‘only a few.’’ Among Catholic 
women, only 66 percent put themselves in 
the ‘‘just about all’? or ‘‘many”’ 
categories, and 19 percent said ‘‘only a 
few.”

He also supported proposals ‘“‘to prepare a 
compendium or catechism of all Catholic doctrine, to 
serve as a point of reference for catechisms or compendia 
on this argument in all the particular churches.” 


‘“*THIS DESIRE responds to a real need both-of the 
universal Church and of the particular churches,’’ he 
said. 

The proposal also was contained in the synod’s final 
document. Neither the pope nor the final document said 
who would prepare the compendium. 


The pope also announced that a new Code of Canon 
Law for Eastern-rite Catholic churches would be 
published soon to bring the rules of these churches in line 
with the teachings of Vatican II. A similar code for the 
Latin church was published in 1983.

Proposal puts colleges in

““We’re in a very delicate position on 
this,’” Father Theodore Hesburgh said of 
proposed Vatican norms that would put 
new ecclesiastical controls over Catholic 
colleges and universities around the 
world. 


The Holy Cross priest, president of the 
University of Notre Dame for 33 years, 
discussed the draft norms in a telephone 
interview with National Catholic News 
Service Dec. 4. A number of other 
commentators have warned that the 
norms could destroy Catholic higher 
education in the United States. 


FATHER HESBURGH said he did 
not want to engage in public criticism of 
the proposals because ‘‘I don’t want to 
paint anybody into a corner’’ while the 
draft is still under consultation, debate, 
and possible revision. 


The Vatican Congregation for Catholic 
Education distributed the draft to bishops 
and educators with a request for 
comments and suggestions for change, he 
said, so his position is ‘‘let’s play it 
straight’? and see how well the 
congregation responds to the criticisms 
raised through regular channels. 


Under the norms in their current form, 
for an institution of higher learning to be 
called Catholic it would have to establish 
a stricter juridical relationship with the 
local bishop or other ecclesiastical 
authority than most U.S. Catholic 
colleges and universities currently have.

law and Catholic academic leaders have

Father Hesburgh agreed that, in their 
present form, the proposed new norms 
have revived essentially the same battles 
over agademic freedom and autonomy in 
Catholic institutions that he fought for 
Catholic universities worldwide in the 
1960s, when he was president of the 
International Federation of Catholic 
Universities. 


The key result of that fight was a 
document, ‘“The Catholic Universiity in 
the Modern World,’’ approved at a 
November 1972 international congress in 
Rome, which since then has served as a 
kind of Magna Charta for Catholic higher 
education. i 


“WE SPENT 10 years getting out 
(that) document,’’ Father Hesburgh said. 
“It was something we could live 
with.... We (representatives of the 
world’s Catholic universities) accepted it, 
they (representatives of the Vatican’s 
Congregation for Catholic Education) 


accepted it.”’ 


He said that document, released in 
January 1973, ‘‘gives the magisterium 
(church teaching authority) everything it 
needs.

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WASHINGTON (NC) — Parishes do 
not -need to stop making the common 
Communion cup available: because of 
concern about AIDS or other 
communicable diseases, the U.S. bishops’ 
liturgy committee said in a statement 
issued in Washington. 


“The committee, however, encourages 
those who may feel compelled to change 
their practice in this regard to minister the 
blood of the Lord by the method of 
intinction, until further medical evidence 
warrants a return to their former 
practice,’’ the statement said. 


INTINCTION IS the method by 
which the Communion host is dipped into 


the wine before being given to the 
communicant. 


The statement added that’ ‘‘pastors 
should advise those who are fearful that 
they have the option of receiving Christ 
under the species of bread alone.”’ 


‘Under no circumstances should the 
Eucharist ever become a source of anxiety 
or contention or controversy,’ it said. 


THE LITURGY committee, chaired 
by Archbishop Daniel E. Pilarczyk of 
Cincinnati, adopted the statement in 
November and it was approved for 
publication by the executive committee of 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. 


Concerns have been raised in the 
Catholic Church as well as other 
denominations about the possibility of 
contracting AIDS — Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome — or other 
communicable diseases through sharing a 
common Communion cup. Some 
parishes have decided to quit distributing 
Communion wine because of fears of 
disease. 


An official at the federal Centers for 
Disease Control has said there is no 
evidence that AIDS can be contracted 
through sharing a common cup but also 
said it could not say absolutely that 
sharing a common cup is safe. 


FATHER JOHN Gurrieri, executive 


director of the secretariat of the bishops’ 
liturgy committee, said in a news release 
accompanying the statement that ‘‘above 
all, the committee affirms the preference 
for receiving Communion from the cup or 
chalice because of its... symbolic 
significance of ministering and receiving 
Communion according to the manner of 
Christ’s own institution of the 
Eucharist.”’ 


The statement also said that ‘‘pastors 
should also advise communicants. who 
have commmunicable illnesses to refrain 
from drinking from the chalice and to 
receive by intinction or receive the 
consecrated bread only,’’ the statement 
said. 


Trappists’ fruitcakes are popular, tasty item

LAFAYETTE, Ore. (NC) — Three days a week, 
270-pound batches of fruitcake slide out of a rotating oven 
at the Abbey of Our Lady of Guadalupe in Lafayette. 


The Trappist monks sell the fruitcake in 1- and 
3-pound portions, and during the Christmas season have 
thousands on hand, packaged in appropriate wrapping. 


ACCORDING TO Trappist Father Paschal Phillips, 
business manager at the abbey, the fruitcake venture 
began when the monks’ business of making church pews 
was abandoned and they needed a new source of income.

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“‘We needed a business we could shut down for feast 
days,’ he said. ‘‘People urged us to sell bread and when 
we investigated, we found that other orders were doing 
very well financially with bread, but there was a lot of 
pressure to work every day. 


“‘When we heard about fruitcakes, that seemed to 
be . . . just the thing.”’ 


FATHER PHILLIPS added that a bookbindery and a 
forest project also provide income for the abbey. 


One of the Trappists was sent to learn techniques for 
baking from Camaldolese Benedictine monks at a 
monastery in California who sell fruitcakes for a living. 


“It’s not the same cake at all,’’ said the Trappist, who 
asked that his name not be used. He said he tried 50 
recipes before he developed the cake he and his brother 
Trappists have been selling for four years. 


“TY DIDN’T know when I had it,’’ he said. ‘‘I got so 
sick of tasting samples that I started passing them around 
to the brothers and finally they agreed, “This is it. Don’t 
change it!’ ”’ 


Forty-five pounds each of cherries and pineapples go 
into a batch, along with raisins, walnuts, pecans, honey, 
and ‘‘just enough dough so that it sticks together,’’ 
according to a novice, Brother Dennis Overman, who 
recently took his turn as baker.

and staff,’’ Mr. Blake explained. ‘‘I have 
to shut it down, but that doesn’t mean it 
can’t be opened again.

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would get a jump on them. Soaps always 
go into a coma in the summer and I could 
have cut in on them then. I held number 
two in every episode. That’s all I intended 
to do until summer. It’s not possible right 
now to cut into ‘Dynasty.’ That would be 
like beating ‘Cosby,’ but I’m_ firmly 
convinced that ‘Hell Town’ would have 
beaten ‘Dynasty’ in the summer.”’

Although he declined to elaborate on 
the “‘debt,’’ the actor did say that ‘‘the 
episode has been in my mind for 10 years.

HE ALSO defended his portrait of 
Father Rivers against criticisms levelled 
in this column by two real-life priests who 
found his character too violent and sexist. 

“T’m primarily a showman,’’ he 
answered. ‘‘My job is to entertain.

priest’ s life is a dull life, like a doctor’s or 
acop’s. What I have to do is make a show 
work by being colorful and entertaining.

Theologian publishes children’s book 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (NC) — 
Franciscan Father Leonardo Boff, the 
Brazilian theologian silenced by the 
Vatican last May, has published an 
illustrated children’s book which portrays 
St. Francis as a champion of the poor. 


A spokesman for the Brazilian bishops’ 
conference said the book, Francis of 
Assisi, Man of Paradise, timed for a 
Christmas release, did not violate the 
silence imposed by the Vatican. 


The silencing prohibits Father Boff, a 
liberation theologian, from writing, 
speaking at conferences, or working on 
the editorial staff of an ecclesiastical law 
review. On May. 30, Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger, head of the Vatican 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith, said the silencing would last one 
year. 


The Vatican action was in response to 
Father Boff’s book, Church: Charism and 


~J 


Power, which held views on church 
authority and structure the doctrinal 
congregation considered dangerous. 


In the children’s book, St. Francis loves 
the poor and downtrodden and _ is 
“transported to Caninde,’’ a poor town 
in northeastern Brazil. 


The book refers to Friar Paulo, ‘‘who 
always defended the poor and kept an 
account of the tortured and the 
‘disappeared’ so there would never again 
occur such an offense against God.”’ 


It also speaks of Friar Aloiso, who ‘‘sat 
in simplicity with the poor and let himself 
be taught by them.”’

Paulo, Brazil, and Cardinal Aloisio 
Lorscheider of Fortaleza, Brazil, 
president of the Brazilian bishops’ 
conference, also.
